| Becaiiſe commonly our Poſt jlettrers of ltaly come 
from Yenice, orat leaſt thoſe of Yenrce make mention 
ofthe affaircs of the petty Prouinces, eſpecially «34z/- 
{ane : | have theretore thoughr it conuenient ro put in 
the Items of Italian affaires into this ſeFion of Yemice. 
and ſo make vp as it were one bundle in this matter. 
Firſt, that 1t is written from a45/1arne, that the Duke 
de Ferir, Leopolaus of Auſtria , and the Switzers haue a> 
greed ypon a treatic of peace, and appointed a place

aduertie his King by Letters to appealc the troubles of 
\ his owne Kingdome, and feeke the quierting of thoſe tu- 
mwts.before he intermedled with other Princes affaires: 
and Serefort not to take further care, bur leaue the dif- 
poling of this warre tothe Catholick Maicſtte and his 
Counſell. 

Secondly, they write, that Dor Ptetro de Licus being 
dead, the Duke of Feranllink | is made Generall of the 
Gallic of Sparne.

Szuenthly: Laſt of all, that in ghe midday in Yeatce of 
late aroſeſo great a tempeſt of winde with ſuch horrible 
and fearctull whiſtlings, that many Boates were ſplitted 
and drowned, many trees oucrthrowne , many men de- 
Rroyed onthe water, and diuers other ſtupendeous mil.

The Letters of Fraxce come from diners places, as ci- 
ther the watres are proſecuted, orthe King in perſon vi- 
ſires the Prouinces and Cities : as they write from Zzops, 
that the King tooke inall the Townes as he wentround 
about Montpelier, but when he came thether,it ſecmed as 


a damme to an inundation,& ſo he was ſtopped awhile, 


and enforced to traQate about! concitions, demaun- 
ding 200000, Florins, and the raifing of a Ciradellfor 
the commaunding of the Towne, which being deni- 
ed, though that Madame 4 Aguſta came vndecr hoſtages 


to capitulate the matrer : ths. King much incenſed, 


commanded 
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commanded a generall aſſault, wherein fayling, he 


returned to Lyons with greatloſſe, and greater diF 
contentment, 

From Rechel! the Letters giue vs to vnderftand, 
thatthe Count Sv7/ors, Generall of the Kings Are 
micin thoſc parts, conliſting of aboue 6000. harh 
loſt moſt partof tne fameth.is Summer, lying before 
it, without pertorming any great pecce of ſervice 
againſt it : whereupon the King is enforced toraiſe 
a new {up»ly obt of Petters,G1ſc:ime,and Angoleſme, 
to the number of 6000. more, who are alrcadie 
marched to maintatne the ſaid Campe, but they 
have prevailed littlc or nothing : For the Rochellers 
paſle and rcpaſle to and fro at,pleaſure, yea, day by 
day skirni{h with them, killing thirtie or fortie ata 
time, and taking divers priſoners, 

Beſides, though as yet their approaches are farre 
off, yet the Ordnance from the Towne, ſhooting at 
tandome, kill many of them in the fields, ſo that 
they wonder, what the King meanes todoe,that he 
proccedeth not more orderly in the bufincſle,then 
to come onely with ſuch a handfull of men, and 
they tolye fo farre off, without endamaging them. 
As for the blocking vp their hauen,or intercepting 
their 0u:-roadcs by Sca, true it is, that many Ships 
and Galiies from Burdeax, Marſelles,and other pla- 
ces, lyc betore their haven, to intcrcept their paſſa- 
ges, bucco ſo litz!c purpoſe, that ghe Ships of the 
Towne have chis Summer taken aboue a hundred 
Barkes and Ships, loaden with Salt, Corne, and o- 
ther prouiſion, ſorhat Corne is better cheape in

thcle

rheſeShipslye in harbour for want of men to man- 
nagethem, or Marchantsto buy them, that they 
know not what vie ro put them vnto, except bur- 
ning,vnleſle their troublesend, or that they may 
certhe the Hallanders,what good penni-worth may 
be had 1n marchandizing for them, and this they 
rcſ01ye to put in practiſe by publicke Proclamation | 
in ſuch Cicties,as chey can conucnicatly ſend vnto. 
Other Letters from hence affure vs, that thev haue 
of their owne fourefcore men of Warre, well pront- 
dcd, and manned, who have ar the lcaſt this foure | 
monthes giuen attendance on the Kings Armado, 
and Gallies, but ftill they take the Sea and flie from 
them, as belike loath to hazard th: mſclues with re- 
ſolute men, and deſperate perſons;bur in truth, the 
Galltcs are not for theſe great Scas now Winter is 


- approaching, and therfore they are retyred to Breff 


In Brittaine, and there determine, eicher to watch 
for Subiſs,as he commeth home our of Eneland, or 
take opportunitie by her hayry forctopto ſet vypon 
the Towne, or the hanen at advantage,&c. 

From Parg they write, that both the Queenes 
are at Lyons,whether the King meancs ro come and 
feaſt with them, for which purpoſe many Embaſla- 
dors repairethither,and expet him daily,to whom 
at laſt, after great loſle at Mompelier, ie comes: yet 
ſome fay,he went to .4uignien, ſendingan Embaſſa- 
dorto his Heres, to allow him that Towne for his 
retyring vnto, vntill he had cither expelled the Hu» 
gorits, or Heretickes, according tothe Jeſuits phraſe, 
or compounded the Warre vpon honourable con- 
ditions for his Greatneſle.

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But notwithſtanding theſe affrightings of his 
Country, and threatning his people, while he was 
in Lyons he left the Conftable Deſquiers with his 
whole Armie before Mompelier,and it need weregto 
goc allo to Alontalbon, yea, he was Commithoned, 
and had full power to treatwith the Duke de Rohan 


aboura Peace, or faire conditions of attonement, 


ſo it might be cffefted to his Maicfties honour, and 
the dignitic of the Common-wealth : the place ap- 
pointed was named Arles in Pronence, whether it 
ſhould be lawtul for al the Commithoners to reſort 
vnder tate conduct,and the royall word of the moſt 
Chriſttan King, which concluded, he went to A- 
uignion ; bur ſuch is thechance of Warre, and the 
condition of Princes themſelues, to be {ubiect to 
misfortunes, that while he recided in thole parres, 
Monfeur ae Rohan, with the Garriſon of P:/2mes, 
AMontalbon, and other Townes of the Religion, ha- 
ving vnited themſelues, marchcd a whole night, 
and came with ſuch ſpecdincſle, and courage to 
Mompeliey, that early in the morning they atlaulted - 
the Kings Armie, and (o continued fighting till 
noone, which when they oithe Towne perceined, ' 
they made three ſevera!l Sallies at the ſeuerall ports 
of the ſame, {otharche Kings Armie was ſer vpon 
both behind and before, and the ſucceſſe thriued 
ſo well, that a great ſlaughter followed, and the 
whole Army was routed, (o thatif you would haue 
particulars, they ſay, th.re periſhed fourerhouſand 
ar the leaft, ſome Ordnance ſurpriſed, fixe peeces 
of Cannon clogged +the Popes Nuncioand his lets 
ters intercepted, and in a word, the whole Armie 
mach difhpared. ' [Wl From 


[ 
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From Sedas the Letters certifie thus much, thar 
it is true, that Mansfeild left moſt of his Carriages 
behind, and (ixe Peeces of Cannon, yea, the Duke 
of Bu{loz?ne did allo caſt downe the mount betore 
the Towne, but with noinrent, eyther to oppole 
his Maicſtic, maintaine any rebellion, or ſupport 
the Proteltants themſeJues 1n any violence againſt 
theirKing : but mecrely 'to ftand vpon his guard, 
leaſt (uch as durſt entormcagainit him, might allo 
procure his dcſtrution by violent courtcs, and 
force of armes. | 

Beſides, a Prince in diſtrefle, his kinſman, and 
a maintainer of the Golpell of Jeſus-Chrit was 
come, as 1t were, vader his roote, and therefore 
the Law of Hoſpitalicic, Religion, and honefſtie, 
rycd him to 0b(crvation, and tooke him our a lct- 
ſon of care and regard both to (ce him{<1te, and 
defend him, it nced were againſt his enemics. 

In this manncr as they will hauc it, the Duke of 
Bullojexe iuſtified himiclte, and che King was con- 
tented to be pacified, and admitte of the attonc- 
ment, ſo that like a Noble Prince indced, this ct- 
fe followed, that the Dake was recetued into fas 
uour ; that the King of Bohemixmight paſle and re« 
paſſe at his pleaſure; that the Duke Je N1vers made 
a Retreat with his Armic,commanding the chicfck 
to retyre to their owne huules, and ſending the reft 
ro attend the King, where he ſhonid appoinr. 

From Provence, Delphinate,and thoſe parts, they 
aſſure vs, that the Congregations of the Proteſtants 
mett daily with the reformed Miniſters, and contie 
nucdthe cxerciles of faſting and prayer, for the 
good

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zood ſuccefic of their brethren, and ſent oneano- 
ther reciprocal] comforts, and gratifications, as 
farre as they could, or durſt : yca, when they found 
diſperſec Libelis, and inveRtives, as though their 
roine-were threatned by Maſlacres, or other waics 
of circumventing, they ſenithem to the new Con- 
flabic,& intreatcd him for preventi6,that although 
his honour was engaged to the Kings ſervice, yet 
his loulc was in the hands oft God, who would li- 
mit his ations to the ſparing of blood,and deſtroy- 
ing of Innocents. 

Fo this they added certaine points of juſtificati- 
on,and ditcoveries ot the /eſ#u/;es dorine,and cru» 
ell intcnrs, to keepe 7'raxce in an vprore, and com- 
buſtion, ror for the Jone of Religion, which was. 
none at al] - but for politicail purpoles,which time 
would bringrto light. All which Zeſdeſquirrs ſhews 
edrothe King,and in ſuch humble manner,that he 
rooke plcalure in his conference, fo that there is 
ſome hope, he will be more traQtable,and looke vp- 
on dilacerated France, with the cyes of iudgement 
and compathon, | 

From the Ll eow-Conntries. 

There arc ſo ny Letters from the ſeucrall parts 
of the Low-Countries,and ſo much contradiction, 
as men on either fide fauour rhe cauſe, that I know 
not how to ſatisfie the Reader + yet conſidering 
there 13 but one truth, andto be honeft ina plaine 
enatrration of the ſame, is allowable, therctore as 
ncere as I can, I will relate, whar is moſt probable 
and worthy of your acceptation. 

Know then, that the Eff 1zz4ia Company of Aus 
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fterdon have taken a great Caricke from the Por- 
tinealls, ſuppoſed worth a million of Crownes; 
=. Abd 1s mach gold, and rich Commodities, 
but neicher the honour, nor profit of this exployr 
doth belong to them alone : tor chey had the helpe 
of the Engliſh, with whom they ſeeme now better 
to agree, then in times paſt. They arcallo building 
digers mer. of Warrc,and almoft in eucry Maritime 
Towneof #ollana, the Ship-wrights arc at worke ; 
For the $7ates are reſolued to man and ſet out ſun-« 
dry Veſſels, as well ro watch Dunkirke, as defend 
Sluice ; bur of late Slzice hath better confidence, 
that the enemy will not'attompt her cxpugnati. 
ON. 
From Br#ſ/els the Letters certifie, that the Mar- 
quis Spinola, lying before Bergen, relolucd vpon 
ſome Stratagem, as diſappointed in the attemprs, 
which he had made by force, and ſcucral! aſſaults, 
therefore hee gathered together diucrs thouſand 
loades of Caſſhes, orlong Fapotts, eyther to dam 
vp the Riuer, orto make ſome Mounts, whereby 
he might neighbour their Trenches, and {o annoy 
their Courts of guard, but as youghall heare, hee 
fayled in this likewiſe. 

From the Hge, the laſt letters aſſure vs of a Dutch 
man of Watrre, to encounter with a well loaden 
veſlell of Spaine,going to Dunn ke with much pree 
viſion for che Armie, but after a long fight, ſhee was 


taken, and brought to Amſterdam, from whenceby 


eurnes, and in their ſcuerall watches, divers ſhippes 
tooke the narrow Seas, to attend their enemies, 
eſpecially, the Dunkirkers, amongſt whom ſome 

three 
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three or foure lighted vpon a great ſhip, called one 
of thetwelue Apo#tles, and built in Dunkircke, who 
being now at (ca, and lying at aduantage to catch 
the Hoilar ders, as they for them, was at laſt ſet vpon 
by them, and chaſed ſome fige or fixe houres, eucn 
to the Coaſt of England - but when ſhe ſaw that her 
vnder-greatncfle as being fine hundred tunne, hin- 
dred her from {ayling,and that to fight it out, would 
returneto her dammage, and to bee taken, to her 


great diſhonour : (he firſt blew vp her deckes, and ſo 


thought to ſer her (elfe on fire, which when the 
Hellanders perceived, they made haſt to boord her, 
and ſhe made as much halt to bee delivercd from 
them : but ſuch was the fortune of cither, that ſhe 
preſently ſunke before their faces , and (o that 
hght ended : Bur concerning the Land-bulinefle; 
after his Excellency was re{olued ro do ſomething, 


he muſtrcd his whole Army; thar is to ſay, his 


owne, Count Marsfields, and the Duke of Brunſ- 
wicke, who was .returncd for all his wound vnto 
them againe. By whom, anda Councellof warre, 
it was thus determined; that if they: did riſe atall, 
thatthey would order the buſines in this maner:To 
divide cach Nation by themſclues, and ſo the Ger- 
mans, Enolifh, Scots, French, Dutch, and Wallons, 
might march with their {cucrall colours, to be di- 
ftinguiſhedapart: the grofle ſumme, or if you will, 
the whole body of the Army, conlifting of eigh- 
eccne thouſand foote, and cight thouſand hore, 
which were alſo to bediuided into two parts ; fige 
thouſand horſe, and eight thouſand footre to ” 
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left with Mansfield and Brunſwicke, to remaine on 
' the North-fide of Bergen, where Spinola lay about 
Steen Bergen : the other three thouland horſe, and 
ren thouſand foote, he would take with himſclte, 
and encampcd berwcene Antwarp and Bergen,com- 
paſling in rhe Fort of Zillo with his trenches, by 
which diuifton of his Army, he determined to 1n- 
eercept all ſuccours and relccfe, as well of viAuall, 
ns ſupply of men, which might come to Sprinelas 
Campe on either (ide. Likewiſe, he alſo prouided 
three hundred Boates by water, with foure thou- 
ſand Mariners, well armed,and of greatcxpericnce: 
but what his defigne is vaknowne ; vnlefle to 
watch the Scheld,a riuer comming from Antw.:rpe, 
or terrific that towne, which is nor onely affraid of 
a ſiedge, but/in a manner in an vprore, even mur- 
muring againſt Spjnela, for ſending ſo many hurt 
Capraines, and Gentlemen, and dead bodies vnto 
them to be buried :and when they heard how ma- 
ny were buried , and vnburied in the Campc, they 
lamented out-right, and complained much on that 
diſaſtrous enterpriſe. Bur this determination, as 
you ſhall heare, was not putin praiſe: For the 
States came to Dorf, and protracted this riſing of 
chePrince of Orenze, whereby 5p;nel: had time to 
preuen the miſchiefe. 

Mansfield and Brunſwicke yet beganne their buſi- 
neſle very proſperouſlly :| tor, they ſuppriſed the 
Villages where $Sp:n0la laid in his prouiſion, wherc- 
by he was much diſppointed ind appauled : rhen 
they came necrer and neerer to B-rgex,and put him 
as it were out of all hope of receiving any further 
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ply : For although Grane Henry Y anderbergh was on 
foot, and come downe from Weſcll with 6000. foot, 
and 1500. Horſe, who Lyy.about Hotrſtrar, within 
tenne miles of cAzansfeld , yer there was great doubt 
of his weakneſle ro docany good vpon him, or cleare 
the paſlage, conlidering now he was ſo well appoin- 
ted. Bur the truth is, the Prince of Orenge had Icft 
Grane Henry of Naſſau in thoſe Quarters, to-watch 
his proccedings, and to attend his progreſfſe, which 
way ſocuerhcetooke. And inthis perplexity ftands 
the whole Countrey, and theſe Enemies continue 
watching one another, as a Hawke houereth' ouer 
her prey ; ſo that nothing is ro be expected but blood 
and death, warre and confuſion, vnleſſe the God of 
mercy eyther take pitty vpon them , or will tiaue a 
puniſhment light vpon ſome offenders.

therſauetheliues of ſo many brauc men, who mighr 
in ſome other protect, and at ſome other time reco- 
uerthis lofle, and reintegrate their fortunes; then ro 
endurca certaine deſtruction, and irrecouerable wret- 
chedneſle ; andalthough the Marqueſle Spixo/a obic 
ed, that his honour was to farre mgaged,that he had 
rather periſh in the misfortune, then endure the ind1- 
enity of being thus diſappointed ; yet they anſwered, 
neceſſity was acommanding miltreſſe, and there was 
10 withſtanding of Fate and Deſtiny, yea there was 
iudgement and reaſon in enduring ſome inconuenien- 
ces, rather then a miſchicfe or aſſured deſtruction. 
As for the honour hee enterpoſed, what was 
it more to him, then to the former Duke of Par» 
ma, who had raiſed his fiege in the ſame place, atrer 
hee had layen there with 32000. men almoſt hallc 
a yeare : yea the grear Turke went from Viennaand

beene enforced to caſt yp another accompt with 
the diſpoſing of a higher power, then th-ir owne 
prcſumptions at the beginning : whereupon ;when 
hee ſaw there vvas no remedie, hee vvith much adoe 
condiſcended to their importunities,and ſo taking the 
advantage of a darke night, raiſed his campe indeed 


very couertly, the particulats you ſhall now knovy 
morc at latge.

The raiſing of the Siege 
of BERGEN 
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Hereas a little before, the Lertors make 
mcntion, that his Excellency the Prrzce of 
Orenge, with Count Mansfiild, the Duke 
of Bruaſwick,and their Forces had a purpoſe to divide 
themiclu''s and blocke vp Sprrola in his Trer:ches, and 
as it were {er downe the manner of their marches, if 
ti.cy thauld 1c indeed, and how they would quarter 
th-m:clucs : che truth 15, they did onely canitulate 
TE MAIteY, OiutNOtPIIEIEIN CXecution. a5 eyther Prc- 
uenteu by Spraul! 5 Couertleſcape, or the aduilt of the 


States, w! thicy ay cmeto Dort for the ſame PUr- 
pole, 20d to whom his Exceil-1:cte with {ome ſpecial! 

Cormm.nders reforred 
Bur th'5 wasnot ſo efteRually done, but that Her 
H:ghnofi2 at Brx{/els had notice of the ſame iſt in a 
mannerat the ſame time a+. Letrers came from Bana. 
Y/4, rh ut Mounſeur T ally co! nor ie ſpared lov of 
the Palacinate : Whereupon,w acn ſhe contidercd the 
danger 


dangereminentand imminent, and in what perill her 
whole Army ſtood, ( befides rhe infinite inconueni- 
ences it was ſubic@vnto,as you haue heard) it the 
Prince of Orenge ſhould come one way with his 
Forces, and Count Mazsfieldand the Duke of Brnnſ- 
wicke angther way with their Armies, ſhe very contt- 
dcratcly \aduiſed the Marquiſſe Spizela, by ſpeedy 
mNengers and ſeuerall Lerrers to raiſe his ſiege, and 
follow the Law of Nature, which teacheth all her 
Creatures the mcanes of preſcruation. 

Nhereupon, both this Impoſition and the neceſ- 
firy ofthe buttnefle, with gather malignant circumſtan- 
ces, led him our of the wilde ficlds of peremptori- 
n:fNe and preſumption, into the orderly bounds of 
fatcry and ſecuririe ; ſo that hee lay in waite for an 
opportunitieto paſſe quietly without interception ; 
which (as it ſhould ſeeme) he effeted in this man- 
ner : When heperceiucd that his Excellency did 
not riſe, or was not ready ,on Sunday our 22 of Sep- 
tember he made a fayre ſhew of his Army before the 
out-workes of the Towne, both Horſe and Foot, yer 
ſomewhat more remotc then hee was accuſtomed 
when hte determined any On-ſet : whereby, as itap- 
peared afterward, his'whole campe was blinded from 
the diſcquery of the Courts of Guard,and the Town, 
who prepared to defend themſelues, and thougnr vp- 
on nothing lefſe then an eſcape. 

This done, by twy-light his Cariages were ready, 
which ftill kept the left hand of the march ; within 
them went the Ordnance which hee meant to conuey 
with the Army, and here attended the Pioners, the 
Camp-followers, and all ſuch vnneccſſary people, as 
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wi belongs to ſuch a bulineſſe. When they were ready, and 
bil! 1 the [coutes brought word the coaſt was cleere; forall it 
10108 ſeemed a windy and duskiſhnight, he ſeemed to welcome

cumbrances. and all this while heard not of an ene- 
|| mie, and that the great Generall conceiued they had 
; overgon2 their aftrightings betweene midnight and 
1 || onea clocke in the morning, the horſebotes| and cer- 
| zaine men appointed of purpoſe, ſer fire on all their 
quarters, and burned thoſe things which were left, which 
made ſo great a ſmoakeand ſmother tor the time, rhat 
TH8 nothing was perceiued till the Army was very forward, 
and then the fire had ouergone the moiſture, making 
all things combuſtible, ſo that the flame ſhewed the 
glory ot her brightneſle, and the neighbour places laid 
apparantly, he was departed : this was the light that ap- 
pearedin Zealand, (o tharthe pinckes and paſlengers in 
the ſea, wichout ſearching turther after particulars, only 
| coniefured the ſiege was raiſed, and ſo gaue it forth ac-

To this, may be added, that of a hundred peeces 
of ordnance, he caried away but 30, and whart is be- 
come of the reft, time will diſcouer, thoſe which he ſa- 
ued, are now brought ro Antwerp : beſides they (ay,that 
having many wounded and diſealed people, he proui- 
ded for all manner of nations, | but Scots and Engliſh, 
whom he left'to the furie of the fire, and terror of ex- 
tremiric, but that ſome recouered and creeped as it were 
to the towne, where they found a {anfuary contrary te 
expeRation, and the towne heard ſtrange things of them, 
not to be beleeued in the report.

and Lamberti Liber, being two Proteſtant Preachers, and 
hauing diſputed againſt certaine Prieſts at X&74y/garnck, the 
Teſuites cauſed them to be apprehended, and atrerwards 
moſt cruelly to be executed within|the Towne of Ymmel- 
berg, the Zo. of Auguſt 1622. where the Hangman with 
red hot pinſers pulled the fleſh from their bones, (fo that a 
heart made of ſtone would haue taken compaſhon ofthem) 
and put them to death with great martyriſation. But they 
haue ſuftered it patiently, as a ſheepe that is brought to the 
ſlaughter-houſe.| But three dayes after the ſame, one of 
the Ieſuites, called Pater or Father 16hn, aged 96. yeeres, 
was taken about 12. a clocke from his I able, and was ne= 
ver ſeene afterwards : wherein ſurely God had a hand. 
Therefore ler vs pray vnto God that he will not iudge vs

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Ount Henry of Naſſaw being :Juiſed that a Conuoy

with him 1009. muskettiers and 5. Cornet of horſe, to 
wait vpon them z and about Yerlo he diſperſed and llew 
the ſame Conuoy, (whereof ſome retired to Fexlo, Re- 
munde, and Naſeycke ) and tooke the ſaid Wagons witn 
their loading aforeſaid, Wee loſt not aboue 12. men, 
which were partly hurt and partly flaine. W hereby wee 
may {ze how miraculoully God workes1h our behalte, and 
to the preſcruation of our and the neighbouring Countries, 
eo whom we are therefore bound to glue thankes, and to 
mend our {infull lives, leauing all pride and oitternefle, (6 
that we may liue in peace and amitie, and receiue Gods be. 
nediction and grace, auoiding the puniſnments which ten 
thouſand times we haue deſerued. Therefore ler vs pray 
the Almightie, that he will forgiue vs our (tnnes, and af< 
faſt vs with his mercy, that we may once be delivered of 

all T yrannies, and crueli Watres : Which God 
grant through his infinite mercy.
